PAMS. — The French government yesterday 
formally endorsed participation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization In peace, 
talks and the Palestinian people’s right to s€lf- 
. determination as stated by President Valery 
Glscard (TEatadng durin g Ms recent tour of. 
Gulf States, Jordan and Saudi Arabia. In Bohn, 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt said yesterday 
that he will meet Glscard this weekend amid 
reports the Western Europeans are working on 
a new Middle Seat policy declaration. In a 
radio interview. German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich -Geiwcher reaffirmed his coun- 
try’s support for both the ''right of self- 
determination for the Palestinian people" and 
for. Israel's right to exist. 

The French government also said Israel 
should be able to live within recognized and 
guaranteed borders, in its first ever published, 
position on the Ar&b-Isr&el conflict following 
placard's report to the weekly cabinet meeting 
on his tour. . . 

The French communique called' on all In- 
terested parties to recognize that any lasting 
settlement "must be bated on two universal 
and complementary principles which are for 
each state the right to security and for each 
people the right to self-determination.” 

The communique added: "Bach state In the 


region, in particular the State of Israel, whose 
preoccupations in this field are legitimate, 
should be able to live in peace within sure, 
recognized and guaranteed frontiers, which 
implies Israel withdrawal from Arab 
territories occupied since 1M7. 

“The Palestinian people, whose aspiration is 
to exist and organize itself as such, should be 
able to exercise Us right to sett-determination 
within the framework of a peaceful settlement 

“All parties should on this basis be 
associated with the negotiations and notably 
the Palestinian people, and this Implies the 
participation of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization," the communique said. 

During a news conference, Schmidt said the 
Franco-German meeting would take place Sun- 
day in his home town of Hamburg. It will in- 
clude a review of Glscard’s recent Middle East 
tour and of the chancellor’s talks last week 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 

The German leader said it was "more urgent 
than ever" to solve the Palestinian question to 
avoid a further distortion of the international 
balance of power. 

This balance had tipped In Moscow’s favour 
through Vietnam's Invasion of Kampuchea, the 
Soviet march into Afghanistan and the Russian 
advantage in the European nuclear theatre, he 


said. 

Genscher, when asked whether West Ger- 
many stood "behind the Glscard formula," 
replied: "One must actually turn this question 
around, because the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many for years has stood up for the right of 
self-determination for the Palestinian people." 

Meanwhile In Moscow, a leading Soviet com- 
mentator on Tuesday praised Glscard for char- 
ting an Independent line from Washington dur- 
ing his recent tour. 

Alexander Bovin, a chief commentator for 
"IzvestlA," said the president’s tour had "a 
constructive effect. France’s distinctive 
realism has appeared in its foreign policy, and 
this has inevitably split Paris’s policies from 
the Washington Une," Bovin wrote in the 
government newspaper. 

And In Morocco, King Hassan has praised 
Glscard for asserting the right of the 
Palestinians to self-determination, calling the 
move "an audacious and very important step. 

"For the first time we hear a Western Euro- 
pean head of state affirm the right of the 
Palestinian people to self-determination and 
that the PLO is a qualified interlocutor," the 
king declared, opening a session of the 
Jerusalem Committee on ' Tuesday night.

Khalil declines Burg’s offer 
for special autonomy talks

Israel's chief, autonomy 
negotiator. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, yesterday failed tb perahade 
his Egyptian counterpart. Premier 
Mustapha Khalil, to agree' to con- 
vening a ministerial '.plenary 
meeting between the two countries 
and the U.S. to discuss outstanding 
Issues concerning the proposed self- 
governing authority for the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Xn a telephone conversation with 
Burg, the Egyptian premier hinted 
that he would be reluctant to 
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recommend convening a high-level 
autonomy session before the 
recently formed legal and 
economics aommittee* had defined 
the powers and interests of the pro- 
’ jected self-governing authority. 

Burg, Khalil- and U.S. autonomy 
negotiator Sol Lihowitz had decided 
on the creation of the two com- 
mittees during their recent meeting 
at The Hague In an apparent bid to 
resolve the Israel- E gyptlan con- 
troversy over the authority of the 
autonomy administration. 

The two committees are schedul- 
ed to hold their first meetings next' 
week- simultaneously In Cairo and 
Tel Aviv. 

The Egyptians have been recent- 
ly cautioning that they view May 26, 
set as a target date for the comple-. 
tkm of the autonomy negotiations', 
as a deadline by which they will 
reveal a number of “fallbacks" 
should the talks prove futile. 

Cairo earlier this week indicated 
that it was considering Joining a 
West European Initiative calling for 
.foil self-determination in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, rather than 
pursuing the autonomy 
negotiations beyond May. .' 


U.S. ‘deplores’ land 
expropriation in J’lem

WASHINGTON. - Acting on the 
personal instructions of a reported- 
ly very angry President Jimmy 
Carter, the State Department 
yesterday publicly condemned 
Israel's latest decision to ex- 
propriate 1,000 acres in northern 
Jerusalem. 

"The United States deplores the 
decision reportedly taken by the 
government of Israel to expropriate 
approximately 1,000 acres of land in 
occupied territory." spokesman 
Hodding Carter said, reading from 
a prepared statement. 

“Our position has consistently 
been that the future of the occupied 
areas must he settled in the course 
of the negotiations for a com- 
prehensive peace," he added. "It is 
of the utmost importance to avoid 
any unilateral action which under- 
mines these delicate negotiations or 
prejudges their outcome." 

Earlier In the day, National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski similarly opposed 
Israel’s decision, which is widely 
viewed in the U.S. as an act of 


"defiance” answering the March 1 
anti-Israel UN Security Council 
resolution. 

Brzezinski. like other U.S. of- 
ficials, used Jerusalem Mayor Ted- 
dy Kollek’s public criticism of the 
expropriation decision to defend •— 
in part — the 'sharp U.S. protest. 

Referring to Kollek’s statements, 
spokesman Carter yesterday said 
that the State Department "has 
certainly noted them with more in- 
terest than the recent statements 
by (New York City) Mayor Edward 
Koch." 

On Tuesday, Koch angered the 
State Department by lashing out 
against what he charged was an 
anti-Israel "gang of five" foreign 
policy advisers to Carter. He cited 
Brzezinski, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, UN Ambassador 
Donald McHenry, former UN am- 
bassador Andrew Young and Assis- 
tant Secretary for Near Eastern Af- 
fairs Harold Saunders. . 

Vance and the others denied the 
accusation. “Ed Koch knows damn 
well that It is a lot of hogwash that I 
am anti- Israel," Vance said. "I

Shamir as Knesset speaker

More wildcat strikes are ex- 
pected in the schools today 
after talks yesterday between 
the teachers’ representatives 
and Civil Service Com- 
missioner Bitan Jacobson and 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer failed to end the dis- 
pute. 

The National Labour Court today 
is scheduled to consider the 
government’s appeal against the 
Jerusalem District Labour Court’s 
ruling of February 18, awarding the 
teachers the special duty 
allowances and academic degree 
bonuses, which are enjoyed by the 
civil service engineers. 

But in the talks between Hammer 
and the teachers' representatives, 
both sides agreed to ask the 
national court to postpone its study 
of the appeal until after Sunday's 
cabinet meeting. 

At the cabinet meeting. Hammer 
will raise the teachers' dispute and 
has promised to back their com- 
promise formula. 

The teachers are willing to state 
their “interest” in maintaining 
labour tranquillity for the 
remainder of the school year but 
not to provide a legally binding 
letter to this effect — which is the 
government’s condition for paying 
the 15.73 per cent Increment agreed 
upon in fulfilment of the district 
court ruling. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
has agreed to meet with teachers 
tomorrow morning to hear their 
grievances. 

Representatives of the two 
teachers unions yesterday said that 
the Civil Service Commission had 
"offered them nothing new" at 
their meeting in Jerusalem. But 
Jacobson said that the government 
"no longer insisted that the no- 
strike assurance be In writing." 

Almost all secondary schools and 
many primary schools in 


Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Haifa, 
Beersheba and smaller com- 
munities around the country 
stopped classes at 20 or li a.m. 
yesterday and a number of schools, 
in Kiryat Shmona and In the Galilee 
panhandle, foiled to hold classes 
altogether. 

A major new element in the dis- 
pute was yesterday's massive ex- 
pression of support by secondary 
school pupils' cpunclls for the 
teachers' grievances and wildcat 
strikes. Demonstrations by 
teachers yesterday morning and 
afternoon outside the Knesset and 
the Finance and Education 
Ministry buildings in Jerusalem 
and outside tbe Education Ministry 
offices in Tel Aviv were Joined by 
hundreds of sympathetic high • 
school students. 

A Haifa pupils’ council 
spokesman yesterday declared 
wholehearted support for tbe 
teachers, stating: "The teachers 
struggle Is our struggle. The educa- 
tion system is collapsing' as the- 
level of our teachers drops and 
their average age grows. We de- 
mand that the Etzioni Commission 
on teachers' status and pay 
recommendations be Im- 
plemented.' ' 

Teachers in Be’er Tuviah, Eilat, 
Kiryat Tivon and elsewhere around 
the country yesterday held protest 
rallies in their schools and 
threatened “collective 
resignations" if their grievances 
are not quickly met. Teachers In 
Haifa’s Real! High School handed in 
a collective resignation letter. 

While the tone Tuesday and 
yesterday was set by the high' 
school teachers, many elementary 
schools — totally quiet on Tuesday 

— yesterday dismissed classes at 11 
a.m., a hint that the groundswell of 
frustration is spreading and that 
work stoppages in primary schools 

— and perhaps kindergartens — 
will be more widespread today.

Early election talk on upswing

Talk of early elections, which 
[began hesitantly last weekend . 
with statements by Liberal Deputy 
Prime Minister Sim ha Ehrlich and 
the National Religious Party's 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, pick- 
ed up momentum yesterday with 
reports of a meeting between Burg 
and opposition leader Shimon Peres 
and with subsequent statements 
from NRP and Rafi circles. - 
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| NRP faction chairman Yehuda 
;Ben-Meir told The Jerusalem Post 
j yesterday that should fyla party feel 
j it necessary and proper to have e&r- 
i ly national elections, "the NRP 
would move to end the coalition in 
an open and dignified manner — not 
surreptitiously in private huddles.” 

In Tel Aviv, meanwhile. Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz's Rafi fac- 
tion clearly indicated that It would 
bolt the Likud if Hurvitz's 
measures to save the economy did 
not win full government support. 

Ben-Meir made his remark in 
response to reports that Burg had 
recently met with Labour Party 
chairman Peres and had discussed, 
among other matters, the possibili- 
ty of early elections. 

This bad led to speculation that 
Peres had broached the possibility 
of restoring the “historic 
relationship” between the Align- 
ment and toe NRP, In toe event of 
new elections. 

Ben-Meir, however. Insisted that 
he had checked the 'reports with 
Burg and that Burg had 
categorically denied them. 

"Burg told me he had spoken to. 
Peres, not for the first time, about 
the autonomy negotiations. At the 
end, while they were chatting, 
Peres asked about Burg's reference 
last week to the prospect of early 
elections. That's all," Ben-Meir 
said. 

He added: "The NRP is rallying 
around the government in Hurvitz’a 
last-ditch bid to get the economy on 
its feet. If that bid fails, and tbe 
NRP should feei the coalition has to 
be dissolved, It will bring the coali- 
tion to an end in a dignified, open 
manner." 

In a meeting of the Rafi ex- 


ecutive, Yitzhak Saluki, who 
represents the faction In the 
Kistadrut, demanded that Rafi quit 
the government, "which had made 
all possible mistakes." Faction 
leader Zalman Shoval advised a 
more cautious approach. 

It is understood that Rafi is afraid 
that the Liberals or the NRP might 
cause a coalition crisis at a time 
which suits their own Interests, 
.leaving Rafi stranded. Some Rafi 
members believe it would be ad- 
‘visable, therefore, to break away 
first and try to form a new political

‘Stern’: Israel readied 
A-bombs in ’73 war 
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HAMBURG. West Germany 
(Reuter). — The West German 
magazine '‘Stent" claims In an Ar- 
ticle that Israel possessednuclemr 
bombs at the time of the 1873 Arab- 
Xsraell war and was prepared to use 
them. 

Golda Melr, prime minister at the 
time, gave orders for the prepara- 
tion of a nuclear strike Inthe early 
days of the Tom KIppur War. when 
Egypt and Syria achieved quick 
military successes, the report said. 

Meir ordered the highest alert, 
and 13 nuclear bombs were taken 
out of underground hunkers In the 
Negev and loaded onto modified 
Phantom and Kflr aircraft. It add- 
ed. (Israel-made Kflr planes were 
unveiled in April. 1976.) 

The "Stern" article, to be 
published today as part of a series 
In the weekly magazine on the 
Israeli Mossad secret service, said 
the world stood on the edge of a 
nuclear war for 24 hours. It gave no 
indication of the sources for its 
report in yesterday’s advance press 
release on the article. 


Israel has always denied It has 
nuclear weapons. 

The "Stern" report s&ld that 
Israel decided to make a nuclear 
bomb aa early as 195T and enjoyed 
French cooperation until the late 
president Charles De Gaulle's arms 
embargo in 1967. 

Mossad organized the hijacking 
of a ship with uranium cargo to 
carry on the project near Dimona, 
"Stern" said, a claim denied by 
Israel when made previously. 

Israel then turned to South Africa 
for nuclear cooperation, according 
to the report, adding that the deal 
was Israeli know-how for South 
African uranium supplies. "Stern" 
said a number of combined Israeli- 
South African atomic explosions 
TmH been reported In South Africa's 
Kalahari Desert, 

The magazine also said that the 
Israeli secret service had 
attempted to prevent neighbouring 
Iraq from developing a nuclear 
bomb. The blowing up Of a reactor 
destined for Iraq at a French plant 
in La Seyne-aur-Mer last April 6 
was carried out by Mossad agents, 
“Stern” alleged. 


Labourites urge Histadrut 
to bring down government

TEL AVIV. — Two Labour Party 
leaders urged yesterday that the 
Histadrut be used as a tool to bring 
down tbe government. 

Until now. Alignment leaders 
have denied Likud charges that the 
Histadrut was trying to undermine 
the government. But reflecting tbe 
new mood In the Alignment and the 
Histadrut. Tel Aviv Labour Council 
secretary Dov Ben-Melr said 
yesterday. "The Histadrut should 
create a situation whereby the 
government will have to resign and 
call new elections. 

"I'm not afraid of (admitting 
that) this Is a political struggle," he 
declared. "We’ve got to change the 
government's policy." 


Ben-Meir suggested that tbe 
Histadrut cease all cooperation 
with the government. That would 
be "a very good way of getting the 
government to understand that 4t 
cannot continue this way... and 
should go to the polls." 

But he opposed a Histadrut call 
to the masses to go into the streets. 
"We don’t want to create a prece- 
dent whereby the s tr ee t can bring 
the gov e rnment down. We*re not 
ban," he said. 

According to the Histadrut 's 
organization department head 
Aharon Harel most Alignment 
members in the Histadrut ex- 
ecutive agree that the labour 
federation should do something to 
bring the Likud down. But he ob- 
jected to Ben-Meir’s calls to boycott 
the government. 


Terrorists, Haddad’s men 
clash near Beaufort Castle

METULLA. — A fierce battle broke 
out yesterday in Southern Lebanon 
when terrorists at Beaufort Castle 
attacked an armoured patrol of 
Christian militia leader Maj.

During tbe attack. Haddad’s 
forces returned artillery and tank 
fire, the sources said. They added 
that tbe terrorists also fired on 
Marjayoun and Dir Mimas. The 
fighting lasted about two hours, and 
there were no reports of casualties 
or damage.

Yesterday's U.S. condemnation 
of the expropriation, aa earlier U.S. 
statements, made It clear that the 
Carter administration continues to 
regard those portions of Jerusalem 
captured during the 1967 war as 
"occupied territory.” 

, Hodding Carter said yesterday 
that the July 1, 1969 statement by 
j then-UN ambassador Charles Yost . 
"represents U.S. policy." Yost 
'then defined East Jerusalem, In- 
(eluding those portions added to 
Jerusalem’s municipality following 
: the Six Day War, as "occupied." 

As reported last Friday in The 
Jerusalem Poet, this represented a 
change from tbe earlier U.S. stance 
adopted by former UN ambassador 
Arthur Goldberg following Israel's 
formal annexation >of East 
Jerusalem. Goldberg, at the time 
merely noted U.S. opposition to 
Israel's '‘unilateral” actions. 

But as Goldberg repeated yester- 
day in a letter to the "New York 
Times.” he had never referred to 
any portion of Jerusalem os "oc- 
cupied... I write this note to set the 
record straight, and also because I 
do not want my name used in 
defence of a policy that I do not ap- 
prove." 

Hodding Carter yesterday con- 
firmed that U.8. views toward 
Jerusalem did "evolve" between 
Goldberg’s and Yost’s terms of of- 
fice. But he Insisted that the U.8. 
position has been consistent ever 
since, pointing to statements made 
during the past ten years by various 
U.S. ambassadors at the UN. in- 
cluding George Bush, now a 
Republican contender for the U.S. 
presidency. Like Yost, Bush had 
labelled East Jerusalem as "oc- 
cupied."

Ben-Elissar to keep secretary for now

A nasty row inside the Foreign 
Ministry that had clouded the open- 
ing of Israel’s embassy in Cairo 
ended yesterday when the staff 
committee and management an- 
nounced that Fanny Ashkenazi, 
personal secretary to Ambassador 
Eliahu Ben-Elissar, can stay in the 
Egyptian capital — for the time be- 
ing. 

A compromise, reached after 
three weeks of negotiations, came 
just os the deadline given by the 
National Labour Court to resolve 
the Issue was to expire today. 

Both employees and manage- 
ment expressed satisfaction with 
the agreement, which stipulates 


that future appointments abroad 
must pass through proper channels. 
Ashkenazi can stay In Cairo until 
her candidacy for the post Is 
brought before the appointments 
board over the next few days. 

Tbe row began when Ben-Elissar 
announced that he was taking 
Ashkenazi to Cairo with him, 
because they had worked together 
for several years and he considered 
her a trusted personal assistant. 

The ministry's staff committee 
objected strongly, as Ashkenazi 
was an employee of the Prime 
Minister's Office, where Ben- 
Elissar had been director-general. 
They argued that she was doing a 
job that could be done by a Foreign 
Ministry staffer. 


Professors return to work today

Yasser Arafat bad been denied an 
Invitation to the Parliament of 
Europe thanks to Israel's efforts, 
he said. The PLO was still denied 
the full diplomatic statue It sought 
in Europe. And in the CJ.S. 
Clechanover noted, the PLO was 
being kept at a distance as long as it 
refused to accept Security Council 
Resolution 2 * 2 . 

Clechanover noted that in 
Arafat's press Interview this week, 
the PLO chief had stated his Inten- 
tion to carry on armed struggle 
against Israel, even if It set up a 
state on the West Bank. "That 
proves that nothing fundamental 
has changed to the PLO's alms." 
CSechanover said. 

The committee was discussing a 
motion on the PLO by Michael 
Harlsli (Alignment) referred to It 
from the plenum. 

Committee chairman Moshe 
Arens' (Likud) said Israel’s real 
problem was that Its policy ris-d- 
vin the PLO was not consistent. At 
Camp David.

Arens said, but when the entire 
world argues that the Palestinian 
Arabs have no other representative 
apart from tbe PLO, Israel stutters 
and stammers. 

Arens said that Israel must 
reiterate its stand that Jordan Is its 
only potential partner in 
negotiations to determine its 
eastern borders. "At Camp David, 
we talked to Egypt about 
everything and now is the time to 
talk to Jordan about everything 
else," Arena said.

• Since we shall have to face the 
PLO across the table one day, we 
must make sure we drive the 
hardest bargain and get the highest 
price (Yosef Sari d- Alignment).

Beyond that, they must 
send their internal passport to the 
local police station. 

Although there are no official 
figures, it Is estimated there ere 
tens of thousands of illegal 
residents in Moscow. 

Normally, authorities simply ex- 
pel illegal residents from the city, 
but they could go so far as to charge 
them with “parasitism" — that is. 
living off the state by not working. 
In order to get a Job in Moscow, an 
outsider has to line up legitimate 
housing first 

Soviet authorities have not ex 
plained the reason, but it appears 
they want to make the city less 
crowded for the Olympics and to 
avoid as much contact as possible 
between young people and 
foreigners.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. Postal 
Service, in a move that could create 
a collector's paradise, on Tuesday 
suspended sales of millions of 
i stamps and postcards com- 
memorating the Moscow Summer 
Olympics. 

‘Postal official* said they believed 
it was the first, time the U.S. 
government has pulled a stamp off 
the market since the start of the 
Civil War. 

Postmaster General William 
Bolger said the action was taken 
because of President Jimmy 


Carter's decision to boycott the 
summer games unless Soviet 
troops were withdrawn from 
Afghanistan. He said he had 
ordered all philatelic items dealing 
with the Olympics withdrawn from 
sale along with all promotional, 
posters removed from the nation's 
40,000 post offices. 

The suspended stamps can still 
- be used in the mails, but any orders 
for the commemorative items that, 
were postmarked after Tuesday 
will not he honoured, a postal of- 
ficial said.

DESPITE the problems, the AACI 
seems to be emerging from the dor- 
mancy of recent years to become 
an activist organization ready to 
fight.

Students are 
accepted only after they have 
matriculated* and can gain degrees 
to music In conjunction with New 
York University. The Conser- 
vatorium teaches practical and 


theoretical music to more than a 
thousand students between the ages 
6 to 18. In the High School music is a 
major subject for matriculation, 
with both individual and group tui- 
tion. 

Like every educational enter- 
prise in Israel, the academy is suf- 
fering from lack of funds, but 
Smoira-Cohn wants to broaden the 
base of studies. She is eager to set 
up a jazz department "because you 
can’t learn jazz anywhere in Israel. 
Students who want to study Jazz 
seriously have to go to California or 
to England.” 

Jazz, She says, is “an excellent 
branch of serious music which can 
add to the enlightenment of serious 
musicians."

“We live In the heart of 
the Middle East, which produces a 
distinctly different kind of music, 
with a different philosophy, a 
different sound, different techni- 
ques and Instruments, which are 
unknown to the Western world. For 
60 per cent of our population, this is 
the only music they know and In 
which they are interested- — and 
there is nowhere for them to study. 
How is It possible in the second half 
of the 20th century in Jerusalem 
that the only music you teach Is that 
which developed in Western 
Europe?”

feel welcome. 

-THE AACI’* overworked 
counsellors act as ombudsmen and 
advisers on matters relating to the 
Jewish Agency, the Absorption 


Ministry, housing, unemployment 
and school*. The organization Is 
considering the possibility of set- 
ting up a “hotline" to allow im- 
migrants to talk about absorption 
problems and receive advice over 
the phone. 

The AACI has also helped place 
some of the 3,000 American kibbutz- 
niks around the country, and It tries 
to maintain regular contact with 
them. 

The board members asked Navon 
how they could have more impact. 
Inviting them to have regular 
meetings with him every few 
months, and noting the complexity 
of tile problem, he answered: "On 
the whole, good contacts in the right 
places — to be felt, to be known — 
can help." 

The president added that every 
wave of aliya, though not always 
welcomed heartily b> veteran 
settlero, "has brought a new wave 
of values, manpower, ideas and 
moral support.” 

Since some Israelis feel inferior 
with regard to Americans, an Influx 
of American immigrants is a 
powerful morale booster and an 
answer to those Israeli* who are 
considering emigration to the U.S.

‘No plan to raise income taxes’ 

Tax collections this year 
better than last: Neiger

Jerusalem Post' Reporter 
HAIFA. — ' Income Tax Com- 
missioner Dov Neiger yesterday 
told The Jerusalem Post he had no 
.knowledge of any Intention to raise 
this Income tax rate, aa had been 
reported In some newspapers. He 
aim vigorously, denied an Israel : 
Radio report that tax collection 
during the c ur rent fiscal year bad 
been far below the estimates. "We 
have done even better than In 1978, 
when Inflation was slower and there 
were no liquidity problems. We 
have increased collections by 14 per 
cent, as against s 13 per' cent in- 

crease* then." 

The increase was due to three 
Tw ai n factors, be explained. Collec- 
tions had Open intensified, the 
system was now simpler, and, most 
Important of all, there was a crack- 
down on the . larger Industries, 
which had not been deducting in- 
come tax at source as required by 
law. 

"Some of these industries used to 
deduct an estimated sum every 
three or four months, causing the 
treasury significant losses. Since 
we started closer inspection last 
October, collections from these 
sources Increased by almost 800 per 
cent." The total income tax collec- 
tion bythe end of the fiscal yeiur on 
March 81 would come to ILl24b. “or

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Early elections a way out 


TALK of early election* la in the air again, and aerioua people 
are giving it aerioua attention. Labour chairman Shimon Perea 
and NRP leader Yosef Burg have, according to reliable sources, 
discussed together the desirability of advancing the date of the 
elections, due by law to be held In November 2081. 

Since Premier Begin himself is not especially keen on the 
idea, such an early poll would depend on a large enough frag- 
ment of the government coalition breaking off to join up with the 
opposition in sponsoring the legislation needed to dissolve the , 
Knesset before its time. 

An NRP spokesman, commenting on the Burg-Feres meeting, 
insisted it was not official, which is no doubt correct. Then, too, 
Dr. Burg's purpose in setting it may have had something to do 
with the intention to force his own party rivals into line. 

But the fact remains that more and more people view early 
elections as the only way for the country to get out of its 
seemingly hopeless malaise. 

Suggestions to that effect were first made as long ago as early 
last year. They appeared to have been scotched by the 
audacious manner of Ylgael Hurvitz's takeover of the Treasury 
last November. 

The renewed talk of the need for a change of guard now 
reflects disenchantment with Mr. Hurvitz’s performance in -the 
battle againtfi inflation as well as apprehension" over Mr. 
Begin *s foreign policy direction. 

■ Certainly if the poll* are to be believed, the people have lost 
their confidence In the Likud government's ability to govern. If 
elections were held today, and the presently “undecided" vote 
were split In proportion to the declared preferences, the ruling 
party would be soundly defeated. 

What still keeps the electorate from going over in droves to 
the opposition, it would seem, are the bitter memories of the last 
Labour government. Much as many consider their decision last 
time around a ghastly mistake in terms of future expectations, 
few think the drubbing administered to the Alignment in May 
1977 unjustified. 

They (and that probably Includes the majority of Labour 
backers, too) have not forgotten nor forgiven the dismal record 
of the Rabin regime. And what they justly fear is a repitition of 
the same should the Alignment gain control again. 

In the meantime, though, they have discovered that what had 
been viewed as rock bottom in file country's governance, was to 
be only a jumping board for the Likud in its headlong rush 
downward. 

A few years ago all Israel shook with anger over a report that 
the prime minister, speaking at a background press briefing in 
Washington, implicitly criticized the defence minister's arms 
shopping list. Today such an incident would be dismissed as 
trifling. Cabinet ministers today lambast one another publicly 
and think nothing of it. 

Mr. Begin has on a number of occasions stated his intention to 
serve until his term expires, and there is no legal way, short of a 
Knesset vote, to make him change his mind. Perhaps he still 
hopes against hope to be able to pull a rabbit out of a hat, in' the 
shape of a panacea to the nation's ills. 

Or maybe he expects the people to be so impressed with the 
undeniably splendid achievement of the peace with Egypt as to 
ignore all their aggravating problems — and to renew their faith 
in him, in November of next year. 

There must, however, be enough coalition backers In the 
Knesset, and Cabinet ministers for that matter, who realize that 
such hopes and expectations are vain, and that the passage of 
time will only lessen their chances of winning reelection. They 
should now allow the people to have their say. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


GREEK MYTH tells of King 
Lycurgua of Sparta who formed a 
pact with the kings of other Greek 
states with the aim of holding every 
four years sportive festivals in 
Olympia. A compulsory peace In all 
parts of Greece was proclaimed for 
the duration of the games to 
guarantee their undisturbed 
proceeding and the security of the 
participants. To honour this Olym- 
pic Peace all hostilities had to 
cease, attacks on travellers and the 
carrying of arms into Olympia 
were prohibited. So the Idea of the 
Olympics was blended with the idea 
of peace on earth. 

Indeed old King Lycurgua's edict 
worked so well that 293 Olympic 
games could uninterruptedly take 
place during nearly 1,200 years, 
from 776 B.C.E. until 393 C.E., when 
Theodosius, the Christian emperor 
of Eastern Rome forbade the 
games as a heathen celebration of 
Zeus. 

Compared with this splendid 
record of the antiquity the 
achievements of the Olympics of 
our time are extremely poor. Of 21 
Olympic games, held in 80 years 
between 1896 and 1976, three had to 
be cancelled because of wars. We 
learn the lesson from the classical 
ideal: instead of cancelling the 
Olympics, we should renounce 
war. e.P.

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In many Western capitals, it is no longer taboo to question 
Israel’s right to exist, writes MOSHE SHARON, r 



EUROPE HAS finally announced 
what has been suspected for some 
time; that it has joined the club of 
the "rejeetkmista.’* Led by France, 
the majority of the Common 
Market countries have taken a 
clear decision to oppose the peace 
treaty between Israel and Egypt 
and endorsed in principle the ex- 
treme demands of the PLO. 

While the -Israel government 
plays the game of an autonomy for 
the Arabs, the official views in the. 
European capitals have advanced 
to a point which is not far from con- 
templating an autonomy for the 
Jew* in a Palestinian state as 
propounded by the PLO Covenant 

Since the Palestinian question 
was shifted to the top of the agenda 
of the foreign policy-makers in 
Europe and the U.S., it has become 
customary to speak about 
"moderate trends" is the PLO 
leadership. Respectable jour- 
nalists and politicians often come 
out with statements about Arafat 
like, "I know the old boy, he Is ex- 
tremely nice and moderate." 


When asked if the notorious Cove- 
nant should be amended, even so- 
called Palestinian Intellectuals is 
the U.S., long regarded as 
moderates, have a negative 
answer. In other words, the In- 
tellectual leaders, elected or ap- 
pointed . adhere to the original plan 
of replacing Israel by another state 
in which the Arabs will :be the 
hammer and the Jews (what 
remains of them) the anvil. This 
state will, of course, be "secular 
and democratic." 


NOBODY CAN define this 
"moderate," but it has been taken 
to mean that Arafat has relin- 
quished his purpose of destroying 
the Jews and that, givenme oppor- 
tunity. he will be content to preside 
.over a West Bank-Gaza Palestf- 
nian state that would live in peace 
and tranquillity with Israel. Being 
totally defenceless (for, these 
"well-wishers" point out. It wjy 
have -no heavy armour and ar- 
tillery, to say nothiSg of 
warplanes) , it could at no time pose 
any threat to Israel. 

This type of talk comes from 
every side in oil-thirsty Europe and 
the U.S., but it has never been 
uttered by the official spokesmen of 
the PLO. On the contrary, these are 
constantly embarrassing their 
Western advocates by declaring 
that they will settle for nothing less 
than the whole of Western 
Palestine. 


IT SHOULD BE added in this con- 
text that the PLO has refused to 
heed the good advice of its Euro- 
pean and U.S. friends, even on tac- 
tical grounds. Although many pious 
pro-Palestinian Europeans have 
Implored the terror organisations 
to utter some mild words, at least 
for the sake of political manoeuvr- 
ing, the PLO leaders have refused 
to do so. Even if the suggestion 
seemed to appeal to certain PLO 
ideologists, who advocated grasp- 
ing at anything that might create a 
better basis for continuing the 
struggle, it was the extreme voice, 
the uncompromising attitude, that 
triumphed. 

This Is understandable, for the 
PLO is made up of over a adore of 
different organisations in which the 
extremists have the leading voice, 
especially since Camp David; and 
If it hopes to stay in one piece, it 
must follow the extreme line. 

This is why Arafat has lately 
stopped turning his pious eyes' 
heavenwards in the company "of 
such friends aa the Austrian 
chancellor or the former German 
premier. Speaking to a European 
audience on French television 
recently, he did not search for 
words with double meanings when 
he announced openly that the aim of 
his organization was, is and will 
continue to be to get rid of Israel 
and replace it by an Independent 
Pale stinian state. 

Interestingly enough, the rejec- 


tion^ Ideal has taken over com- 
pletely in Judea and Samaria. 
Many of the old leaders, some of 
whom are remnants of the ancien 
regime, which a few years ago was 
classified by some Israeli wishful 
thinkers as moderate, are now 
not only ardent supporters of the 
PLO but the most outspoken 
protagonists of the hardline, ex- 
tremist policy. 

Strange as it may seem, the pre- 
sent situation might be considered 
favourable to Israel. For our policy- 
makers could tarn to all of those 
who wish to save Israel in spite of 
heraelf and point out that thwe is 
nothing to talk about with, an 
organization which makes an- . 
nimlation of the Jewish state its top 
priority. 

This usually worked in the past, 
once the much-needed Arab help 
Wad been supplied. But that waa 
before the Palestinian Covenant 
became an integral part of every oil 
agreement between the Arab 
producers and the European con- 
sumers. A few years ago. a call fen* 
the destruction of Israel by a PLO 
official muck more innocuous than 
Yasser Arafat, could be relied on to 
kindle pro-Israeli sentiments for a 
■few weeks. - - , 

Things have changed dramatical- 
ly. In many European capitals, and 
Tn many official and semi-official 
institutions, it is no longer taboo to 
question Israel's right to exist This' 
statement may seem too harsh, so 
Jet us put it in different form. 
Suggestions emanating from 
Europe of late about ways of solv- 
ing the "Palestinian problem*-' do 
pot exclude the possibility of a total 
change in the character of the State 
of Israel. 
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A LITTLE WHILE ago, the pre- 
sent writer was Invited to attend a 
conference in Germany. -The invita- 
tion was accompanied by an outline 
of the subjects to be discussed, in- 
‘dicating the philosophy behind the 
conference. The message could not 


be clearer^ since the right of the - 
Arabs to this country is as- solid as _ 
that of the Jews, the struggle can- 
not be solved by partition. 

. The establishment of a Palesti- 
nian State in part of Western Pales- 
tine,, the document goes an, is the 
firstTbut by no means the final step 
for 'solving -the Palestinian- 
problem. The Palestinians must be 
able to exercise their right of return . 
in the same w&y as the Jews have 
done. This is just as important as 
thq^grrltprlal question. Once these 
two goals are achieved, the way 
will be open for ultimate solution-in 
the -form of federation or even 
reunification. 

The last word Is the key ward: 
presumably this Is the best solution 
to the problem that endangers the 
secure flow of oil.. To, the German 
ear, the word reunification says a 
great deal; to the armchair 
liberals, the solution sounds uto- 
pian. .

PEACE NOW: POSITIVE FACTOR 


To the EdUorof The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Recently, several writers 
have expressed the opinion in your 
paper that any condemnation of 
government policy abroad is harm- 
ful to the state. As Dr. Rose one said 
in bis letter — and cm tw« point and 
on it alone I agree with him — a 
government is not identical with the 
state. Anyone wishing to prevent 
his government from acting in a 
way he considers harmful or im- 
moral, obeys his conscience. If 
those countries which allowed 
fascist governments to take over 
had done the same, much that has 
happened could have been forestall- 
ed. If, for example, I consider Gush 
Emunim and more so even. Rabbi 
Kah one's storm troops, which are 
suffered by the present govern- 
ment and apparently rather gladly, 
groups that violate the spirit of 
democracy and humanity. It is my 
duty to say so. If I am convinced 
that Minister Areih Sharon’s con- 
duct Is opposed to those rules and 
laws that govern the behaviour of a 
minister In a democracy. I need 
not. indeed, should not, refrain 
from expressing my opposition. 

Whether criticism is voiced in 
Israel or abroad Is really not 
significant. What is said and 
written here quickly reaches the 
media abroad, and whoever fights 
groups such as "Peace Now" 
because they had the courage to 
apeak out against the wrongs com- 
mitted by Gush Emunlra, and to do 
so abroad, knows that he is actually 
advocating the gagging of opposi- 
tion here. 

"My country, light or w rong" 
waa as imperialist slogan in Great 
Britain In the heyday of its expan- 
sionism. We do not, I hope, imitate ' 
this political pattern and wish to 
settle Israel ttiie Negev is awaiting 
settlers and so is Galilee) and not to 


Colonise Its administered areas. 
Don't let us idealise Gush Emunim 
settlers. They are not today's 
pioneers. The second Ally ah built 
their own houses and did not 
possess urban residences which 
they rented for huge sums, nor did 
they drive to town to work in their 
cars, leaving the defence of women 
and children to the army, and the 
expense to the hapless taxpayer. Zf 
this is idealism 1980 style, then we 
had better do without it, and. not 
only for the above stated reasons. 
Letting chauvinism together with 
clericalism run riot will eventually 
lead to yet another war, besides 
harming Israel's democracy and 
tainting her image here and 
abroad.
